Arizona Governor Seeks 
California Aid 


Tri-State Action Plan of 
| Conference 


Phoenix Publisher Leads 
Plea for Support 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

PHOENIX, Nov. 20.—Plans fora 
tri-State conference by representa- 
tives of Nevada, California and 
Arizona to discuss development of 
the Colorado River in the lower 
basin States were approved late to- 
day at a general conference of a 
group of prominent Arizona men, 
called by Gov. George W. P. Hunt 
to consider ways and means for 
development of the river's re- 
sources. 

The Governor appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of L. W. Doug- 
las of Jerome, Ariz., and Dwight 
B. Heard of Phoenix, to confer 
with Gov. Richardson of California, 
and “if practicable” with Gov. 
Scrugham of Nevada, for the pur- 
pose of discussing a plan which, 
it was stated, would “remove some 
of the difficulties in Arizona which 
have prevented favorable action on 
fhe Colurado River compact.” 


COMMITTEE ATTENDS 


Among the conferees were mem- 
bers of the Arizona committee of 
nine named several months ago by 
Gov. Hunt to bring about a solu- 
tion of the Colorado River deveiap- 
ment problem. 

The tri-State plan was drawn re- 
cently by Mr. Heard, Phoenix pub- 
lisher, as a meusure to “adjust, if 
possible, the respective rights of 
the lower basin States as provided 
for in the Colorado River compact.” 

The two commissioners named 
by Gov. Hunt will confer tomor- 
row with the chief executive be- 
fore arranging for “the earliest 
possible conference” with Gov. 
Richardson of California. 


PLAN OUTLINED 


Under the tri-State conference 
plan, the Statea weuld be repre- 
sented by an equal number of con- 
ferees and meet at place not 
designated in the plah. 

Mr. Heard declared he belheved 
“if the States of the lower basin 
could come to an agreement as to 
the allocation of water for irriga- 
tion developurent and distribution 
of revenues from power which

“This includes,” said Goto, “the 
money to be spent on the plan 
which I submitted to the recon- 
struction board, the cust of which 
was cut down by.the finance de- 
partment to 705,000,000 yen, mon- 
ey to be loaned to: municipalities, 
reconstruction of the army, navy, 
railways and other government un- 
dertakings.”

F ormer Justice Proposes 
Supreme Court Procedure 


CHICAGO, Nov. 20,—John B. 
Clarke, former associate justice of 
the United States Supreme Court,

France controls ine cable and wire- 
less. American officers control the 
finance and military. The exter- 
nal revenues are in the hands of 
an international receiverghip. 

The government is in debt to 
British banks for current expenses. 
The administration has not paid 
salaries since April. Production is 
virtually at a standstill. 


NATIONS DIVERTED 


Liberia's life as a sovereign state 
is suspended today by two slender 
threads. The European belief in 
America’s sentime ital interest in 
the negro republic is one. The 
other is the European occupation 
in pressing continental affairs. 

Liberian statesmnanship has 
saved the country a number of 
times during the past century and 
deserves much credit for its suc- 
cessful diplomatic juggling, by 
which it has played off one aggres- 
sor against another, but the coun- 
try cannot continued to exist on 
diplomacy alone. Liberia’s greatest 
trouble today is politics and poli- 
ticians. 

With 350 miles of Atlantic coast 
lines and an area of 43,000 square 
miles of virgin richness, Liberia 
constitutes a prize which is fre- 
quently the subject of European 
chancellories, particularly in the 
last quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.

In the baseball guides of the 

early days it was required that 
the scorer should be “one whose 
gentlemanly conduct will render 
him acceptable to all who are lia- 
ble to make inquiries of him rela- 
tive to the score of the game.”

“To me, settings should be used as back- 
grounds and not foregrounds. The moment 
a set is introduced with an overdose of de- 
tail, the setting becomes the foreground 
and the action the background. 

“This is also true if the set is too ornate. 
Let me explain that. Suppose I have a set- 
ting of a bedroom in which a very beautiful 
chandelier is hanging well in the physical 
foreground. When that scene is flashed 
upon the screen, all the manufacturers and. 
dealers of electric fixtures will summarize 
mentally, ‘Oh, yes! That's Model 47, Style 
A, Lot 26. I sold the National Electric Com- 
pany, Kansas City, 100 of them last week. 
Where is his mind? It is not on the action, 
it is on detail. Perhaps this is a bit exag- 
gerated, but you see my point? 

“Another difficulty in pictures is that 
photography is not photography. Some of 
the scenes are very beautiful, but instead 
of being good camera-work they have he- 
come poor imitations of paintings. Photog- 
raphy should not attempt to paint. Leave 
that to the artist. The eve responds readily 
to beauty, but if the scenes are overdone it 
does not see action and mood, it sees unim- 
portant detail. Here again the chandelier 
might illustrate what I mean. 

“Bad lighting is frequently the cause of 
poor settings. I do not strive to light the 
physical beauty of the set so much as the 
netion. 

“Lighting should intensify the action, not 
suppress it. Let me illustrate.” 

Mr. Gibbons was sketching rapidly. 

“Here, I have made two drawings. In 
this one 

I looked at the sketch very closely. 

“Well, I see a woman seated at a table 
and a man standing in a doorway behind 
her.” 

“Now this— ?”

“The lighting that is termed by the pub- 


lic today as artistic is a lot of hokum. If 
people enjoy beautiful scenery, the place 
for them to go is to the art museum—not

tiful sets, overdressed and advertised as 
costing so many thousands of dollars, really 
do more harm than good. They are detri- 
mental to the furtherance ot the story. And, 
after all, any set, no matter how gorgeous, 
is not dramatically correct or even helpful 
if it holds up the story movement, while 
the audience admires its scenic beauty.” 
“But,” | ventured, “the settings in ‘In the 
Palace of the King,’ they were very beau- 
titel.”

Imagine, for instance-—-an hour or two 
after shooting a murder set, when one’s 
emotions have cooled to the point whiere 
nothing more than a ham sandwich and a 
glass of milk would serve,to put one into 
an angelic frame of mind-—imagine then 
being toid to line up for a still and to ex-

ART, COMMERCIALISM, 
EACH GIVEN WEIGHT

It may have seemed that nearly every- 
thing worth saying about art and commer- 
cialism in motion pictures has been said, 
but when I opened this subject with Her- 
vert Brenon | felt sure he would have 
something new and worthwhile to offer. 

I had spent the morning watching Mr. 
Brenon at work directing “My Man” at 

- the Famous Players-Lasky studio. This is 
| to be Pola Negri’s next starring picture, and 
will be released early in the year by Para- 
mount. Only Miss Negri, Huntley Gordon, 
her husband in the picture, and a maid had 
been working. When the lunch hour came 
Mr. Brenon and I went to a cafe near-by to 
talk without interruption. 


During the morning I had watched with 
interest the many little painstaking touches 
which Mr. Brenon always puts into his pic- 
tures. Then my mind went back to “War 
Brides,” that superb’ Brenon picture, star- 
ring Nazimova, and | mentally reyiewed his 
productions since then op down to his most 
recent release, that with Miss Neghi in 
“The Spanish Dancer.” 

The opening of the “art versus commer. 
cialism”™ question brought an unexpected re- 
sponse. Mr. Brenon commented with satis- 
faction upon a recent issue of The Pre- 
View in which I had compared “The Span- 
ish Dancer” with Mary Pickford’s “Rosita,” 
directed by Ernst Lubitsch. 

In this comparison | had said that though 

Mr. Lubitech has, achieved «a more artistic

piece of direction, I believed that the Brenon 
picture would have the greater audience ap- 
peal, and this precisely because Mr. Brenon 
had met public preferences half way and 
had deliberately refused to sacrifice enter- 
tainment values for artistic values. The 
immense popularity of “The Spanish 
Dancer’ has justified this valuation. 

By the time we were enjoying our after- 
luncheon cigarettes we had reached a stage 
of the discussion where Mr. Brenon said 
substantially this: 


“After all, you know, we get old. Some 
time I may be 65 or 70, and then I shall 
have—what? Several scrapbooks filled with 
clippings, a great number of photographs 
valuable to myself only, and a store of mem- 
ories which will delight me but which may 
not entertain the younger generation when 
I begin ‘Once upon a time.” 

“This is a practical world we live In, and 
unless one can be a Goethe, a Shakespeare, 
a Wagner, one must take thought for the 
future. When | am 70, I want to own 
enough of this world’s goods so that while 
I indulge in reminiscences I shall not be a 
burden to others.” 

We then discussed the cases of several 
people, who shall be nameless here, who, 
by working long and hard as salaried direc. 
tors for big producers, had accumulated 
comfortable private fortunes. Then, weary- 
ing of ‘‘box-office” pictures, these men had 
given up their positions and staked their 
private fortunes upon “artistic” produc- 
tions, only to ‘ose their savings and finally 
be forced back to making the “box-office” 
productions. What good, we wondered to- 
gether, will the memory of these artistic 
successes and financial failures be to the 
men in question when they reach the sev- 
enties? 

In cases of this kind is not the making 
of “artistic” successes merely the fostering 
of a vanity, rather than the feeding of the 
divine fire? We wondered. And when the 
ethical values are weighed, do the scales 
go down on the side of the man who has 
made the “artistic” picture to his own grati- 
fication and the pleasure of a few hundred 
thousand spectators, or on the side of the 


man who has given up a measure of his own 


aspirations and by so doing has given pleas- 
ure and refuge for an hour or two from the 
drab realism of life to several million hu- 


Oh, yes; there's much to be sald on both 


sides. Compromises are not necessari 
without fine dignity, and the man who is 
making motion pictures for a company 
which has stockholders who need dividends 
from their investment is not to be glorified

Five men in New York City pos- 
sess a trade secret that is netting 
them thousands of dollars annu- 
ally. Each year one of the mem- 
bers of the firm makes a trip to 
Los Angeles and in one week's time 
earns about $2500. No competi- 
tion is encountered from American 
manufacturers and no interfgrence 
ig met from the operations of the 
Sherman antitrust: law, for the 
quintet are skilled craftsmen, who 
learned the secret of making ar- 
tificial eyes in Germany, where a 
few families have controlled the 
process for years. 

H. E. Craig, assistant director in 
the research department of the 
First National and Pacific-South- 
west Trust and Savings banks, 
states that one of the largest opti- 
cal companies in Lowe Angeles selis 
about. 400 glass eyes each year, and 
must fill its ordere with the New 
York firm, the members of which 
alone in this country are able to 
make artificial eyes to order. The 
: blowing of the glass and the blend- 
ing of the necessary colors require 
extraordinary dexterity and skill. 
The difficulty is tn determining the 
exact color of the artificial eye 
until the glass is cooled, but these 
Germans have the science down to 
such a fine point that not only the 
color but the shape and size of 
eight out of ten will be perfect. 

Mr. Craig's research into the ar- 
tificial- eye industry shows that the 
world is practically dependent for 
ite supply on the Zeiss works, 
Jena, Germany. Dealers in every 
country order assorted sizes and 
colors from this corporation, 
which produces 98 per cent of the 
glass eyes sold in the world.. 

Several plants in France are en- 
gaged in the manufacture, but 
trade experts assert that the 
French product its constructed 
from a lead glass, which discolors 
easily from the action of the acids 
in the human body. 

The fiVe German-Americans who 
are in possession of the Zeiss se- 
cret send one of their number to 
Germany every year to supervise 
the manufacture of their glass. 
After obtaining the supply they fill 
as many of the domestic orders as 
possible by visiting various large 
cities. One representative with his 
assistant made 165 eyes here in 
seven days, taking about forty-five 
minutes to make each eye.

From 1861 to 1913 the Democratic par- 
ty was in complete control of the legisla- 
tive and executive branches of the govern- 
ment for only two years. So we may jus 
tifiably characterize this half-century—the 
most impressive in the growth of our coun- 
try—as fifty years of Republican adminis- 
trations.

ment, of reaching outward and onward all 
along the line! 

During this expansive period the section 
of the United States from the Missouri 
River to the Pacific Coast was developed.

Five hundred and fifteen men, 
the jailer testified, were packed 
into quarters originally bullt for 


280. Im place of the 600 cubic 
feet of air demanded by the State 
Housing Act, there were only 117 
cubic feet to each of the sixty- 
four prisoners imprisoned in Sum- 
mers’'s tank. Men slept on steel 
floors, on tables and benches, ac-

“Just like all public utilities and 
bulldings in Los Angeles,” said the 
undersheriff, “the jail has heen 
swamped by the tremendous 
- jgrowth of the city. The peak of 

the jail population comes in Janu- 
ary. Last January we had 600 
prisoners, but we've passed that 
mark already in November, and if 
the police and the Sheriff's office 
continue to catch criminals at the 
rate they have been doing, we'll 
have no room at ali to keep them 
in.
